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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species B in the reply filed on 9/6/2006 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 2-4 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/6/2006. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.170).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lachaux 
(4,386,627). 

Lachaux discloses an expansion tank (10) which is intended to be connected to a 
pipe system which is filled or is to be filled with a liquid, comprising a closed tank with at 
least one connection opening (17) for a liquid pipe, the tank being provided with a main 
valve (25) inside the tank, the main valve having a first valve seat (18) and a first 
closure member (26) which interacts with the first valve seat and being designed to 
close off the connection opening at a defined difference between the pressure in the 
interior of the tank and the pressure in the connection opening and/or at a defined liquid 
level in the tank, the tank being further provided with an additional valve (42) for closing 
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off a channel (45) or passage extending through the first closure member of the main 
valve from the interior of the tank to the connection opening, which additional valve is 
closed during normal operation of the expansion tank when connected to a pipe system 
filled with liquid and is open if the difference between the pressure in the interior of the 
tank and the pressure in the connection opening is higher than the original pressure in 
the expansion tank when was delivered ex works (col. 4, lines 10 — 58 and col. 6, lines 
10-52). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sandau (4,164,242) discloses a pressure tank that has a 
dampening member on the valve. Payne (2,979,070) discloses an accumulator that 
closes the main valve with a float. Sugimura (3,082,793) discloses an accumulator that 
closes off the valve with an expandable bladder. Mercier (3,148,702) discloses a 
pressure vessel that has an expandable bladder that shuts off the vessel and has a 
manual override to drain the vessel.
